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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment to claim 24 to substitute "core" 
with -inner layer- is entered. Applicants remarks for restriction requirement of independent claim 32 and dependent claim 33 has been 
considered, but are not persuasive. The claimed invention in claim 10 is a multilayered polymer nanoparticle. Claim 32 is a crosslinked 
core-shell nanoparticle. Therefore, a core-shell structure is different designs and structural modification. Because the core segment 
includes a diblock copolymer chains and the monoblock polymer chain and the shell segment includes diblock copolymer chains. Claims 
32-33 is not entered. The Declaration under 1.132 of Dr. Wang and Dr. Pawlow has been considered. The argument is that Krom does not 
disclose a nanoparticle that includes mono-block polymer chains, because Krom discloses a different process condition for producing a 
polymer nanoparticle composition. Inventors disclose that "Even if the living polymerization is not terminated before the additional monomer 
is added, the added monomer would only add on to the living end of the existing diblock polymer chains in the nanoparticles." There is no 
statement that said additional extended polymer chain is not a monoblock polymer chain. The elected claimed invention is a composition. 
Applicants' remarks have been considered. The main argument is that there is no motivation to combine the teachings of the references for 
obtaining claimed polydispersity index between about 1.5 and about 10. However, Wang does disclose the ratio of Mw/Mn less than 10, 
preferably less than 2. The rejection of record for claims 10-17, 23-25, 27-31 and 34-35 is not withdrawn. The IDS of 06/13/2008 has been 
considered. All references disclose a core-shell type polymer structure produced by controlled sequential anionic addition polymerization 
process and crosslinking effect by using a functional monomer. References disclose polystyrene (S) block and isoprene/styrene diblock 
copolymer. None used term "monoblock." 
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
